WASHINGTON, July 27. 


— (JP) — The Bland-Copeland 
bill, designed to build up 
the American merchant ma- 
rine by subsidies, was pass- 
ed today by the house and 
sent to the senate. 


The vote was 194 to 186. 
Supporters of the measure con- 
tended It would foster the develop- 
ment of a merchant marine, own- 
ed and • manned 
by Americans, 
capable of carrying all domestic 
and half the foreign water-borne 
commerce of the nation and pro- 
viding an adequate auxiliary for 
war-time. 
The central feature of the bill 


is a provision for federal sub- 
sidies equal to the differences in 
costs between domestic and for- 
eign ship construction and oper- 
ation. 
In addition, It would 
increase 


ship owners' liability for death 
or Injury to passengers at sea. 
Contending the legislation was 


vicious and unworkable and tend- 
ing to perpetuate rather than cor- 
rect abuses that developed under 
ocean mail contracts, opponents 
proposed a torrent 
of 
amend- 
ments. Most of them were re- 
jected. 
The measure was written after 
President Roosevelt on March 4 
sent a special request to congress 
lor subsidy 
legislation. 
The house bill would set up a 
new federal 
maritime 
authority 


to perform much the same func- 
tions for sea transportation that 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion does for the 'railways.

Roosevelt Signs 
Record Peace Time 
Navy Building Bill 


WASHINGTON, June 25.— (IP)— 


President Roosevelt today signed 
the navy appropriation bill.' pro- 
viding a record peace-time fund 
for naval construction. 


The 
$460,000,000 
bill , . carried 
among other things an apropria- 
tlon for starting 24 new war- 
ships and for purchasing- 555 air- 
planes. Of the planes, '282 are for 
replacements and. 273 for outright 
Increases In the naval air strength 
In line with the navy's plan to 
have 2,000 planes by 1942. 


The sum available for construc- 


tion of new warships was cut 
from $29,380,000, as asked by the 
navy department, to $20,690,000.

The Boston Municipal Re- 


search Bureau calls public 
attention to the fact that 
the 
cost 
of government 


t 'h e r e is extraordinarily 
'high. Bostonians paid $81.19 
per capital for their city 
government in 1932, while 
C 'h i c a g o citizens paid 
$39.45, Philadelphia $40.60 
and New Yorkers $67.77. 
That is a wide range in per 
capita costs, but of course 
the figures do not tell the 
whole story. 


• It is impossible to 
say 


whether a city's government 
costs too much until it is 
known what 
services the 


taxpayers want and receive 
from it. If Boston's schools 
ar.e better, its fire and po- 
lice protection more effec- 
tive, its-crime less, its stand- 
ards of living higher, its 
public park and recreation 
facilities larger and finer, 
its public~~h€ajth and sani- 
tation better tfian Jn other 
cities, it is obviously get- 
ttyg value for its higher ex- 
penditures. If other 
cities, 


on the other hand, enjoy 
just as good service in all 
these lines, at lower cost, 
Bdston taxpayers ought to 
go into the matter thor- 
oughly to find out why they 
pay more. 


It would be a sensible 


thing if citizens generally 
paid more attention to the 
spending of their tax mon- 
ey. They 
should 
demand 


not only honesty in public 
officials 
, but

All this is awkward for 


the United States and the 
other world powers that 
have always insisted on, and 
until recently enforced, the 
"open door in China." This 
is essentially an American 
policy, originated by John 
Hay. 


And 
what 
will Uncle

monstrate as he did with 
the 
aggressions 
against 


Chinese and American in- 
terests in Manchuria and 
Jehol. But will he 
fight 


about it? 


An American war with 


Japan for China would be 
foolish. We cannot fight to 
save 
4,00,000,000

themselves. We shall save 
as much Chinese trade as 
we can. But the value of 
that trade has always been 
exaggerated. Our total Chi- 
nese trade .in good times 
was only 100 millions a 
year.

Navarro county IB one of the 


few counties In Texas that has 
tung trees from which tung oil, 
an ingredient in the manufacture 
of paints and allied products, is 
procured. 


John D. and c. C. Cunningham 


of Corsicana have a number of the 
two-year-old plants on their farm 
two and a half miles from Em- 
house,'and plan to devote 100 acres 
next year. 


A number of plants were re- 


ceived here last year from Flori- 
da where a number of groves are 
maintained. At the present time, 
there are 
approximately 
30,000 
acres devoted to tune groves in 
Florida, Mississippi, Alabama and 
Louisiana. 


Messrs. Cunningham ar« experi- 
menting with the tung plants and 
believe that this is u field which 
may solve the reduction of cotton 
acreage and at the time be a 
most lucrative crop. 
The tung 


oil is one of the finest, lacquers 
known to science, and another 
feature in the cultivation of this 
crop if it is successful in this sec- 
tion is the fact that no insests 
bother 
the 
plants. 
The plant 
and fruit are poisonous and pests 
do not molest them. 
The plants 


attain a height of 25 feet, it is 
stated. 


Brazil, 
Argentina, 
Guatemala 


and other nations are experiment- 
ing. The United States used ap- 
proximately 90 per cent of the 
world's crop of. tung oil, while 
about 90 per cent of the world's 
supply comes from China, accord- 
ing to agricultural experts 
and 
writers. 


It has a higher drying power 
than linseed oil, and is better than 
other vegetable oils. 
Machinery 


for extracting tung oil from the 
nuts may be the same as used for 
cottonseed oil, soy beans or pea- 
nuts.

Mrs. J. O. Walker, head of the 
Corsicana and Frost canneries of 
the Texas relief commission, an- 
nounced today that 21,281 cans of 
vegetables had been put up by 
the two units since their opening 
in May. The Frost cannery open- 
ed May 4, and the Corsicana can- 
nery on May 24. Mrs. Walker 
said that 13,834 cans were retained 
by the commission, and the re- 
mainder of the total amount was 
given the producers. 


Sixty per cent of the cans are 


retained by the commission and 
40 per cent are given the produc- 
ers of the vegetables, Mrs. Walk- 
er said. 
She explained that the 
13,834 cans kept by the commis- 
sion exceeds 60 per cent because 
much 
of 
the vegetables canned 
were produced in community gar- 
dens, and in that case the entire 
amount is retained by the commis- 
sion. 


Mrs. Walker said no more orders 


will be booked in either the Frost 
or Corsicana plants ' until after 
July 1. 


The units have been working on 
two six-hour shifts, from 7 a. m. 
until 1 p. m., and from 1 p. m. 
until 7 p. m., Mrs Walker said. 
The maximum workers per shift 
for the Frost unit, she said, is 15, 
and the maximum for Corsicana 
Is 18. She said that sometimes an 
excess of the quotas are employed 
with 'deferred" workers, or per- 
sons who have not worked out 
their bills with the commission. 
"Sometimes we work as many as 
25 of this type of help each shift, 
during the 
rush 
season," Mrs. 
Walker said. 


She explained that the primary 
purpose of the units is to take 
care of, the produce from commu- 
nity gardens.
